for her healtb, hu Just published two 
volumes about Australia, New Zealanl and 
the Hawaiian islands, in vlsiling which she 
tias gained health and had many experiences 
only granted to bravo spirits. In Hawaii, 
in company with on English gentleman, a 
resident of [be islands, end two or llreo uu- 
livo guides nnd Bervanls, Miss Bird went to 
tho top of the great vokanio mountain, 
Uauna I/>a, being, It U thought, the Crsl 
woman who over medo th« ascent. Few 
men over reached the summit, the journey 
being n most fatiguing and dangerous ono. 
Many people, residents and tourists, visit 
overy year tbo volcano of Kilivea, on tho 
flank of Mauna Lon, and 
ouly 4000 feet 


above the sea, but tho vast, snow-covered 
summit, which looms 10,000 feel abovo,pre- 
servea its mystery of solitude acd CM. Tbo 
only description of this volcano that has been 
given to Iho world, so far as the writer 
.uows is from the pen of Miss Bird.

describing fhoir 
long, toilsonio journoy 


through tho snow and over the jagged lava 
which made their horses' legs bleed, sho

"A thing of beauty, a perfect fountain of 


sure yellow firo, unlike Iho gory gloom of 
Kilavea, was throwing up its glorious incan. 

You can 
imsgino euch a beautiful sight. Tbo sunset 
;old was not purer than the living fire. The 
sound was like the roar of an ocean,mingled 
with hollow murmur of surf echoing in sea- 
:aves, booming on, rising and falling like 
:ho thucder-musio of windward Hawaii. 
When Ihe sun Lad Bet, and the brief red 
glow of the tropics bud vanished, a non- 
world came into being, and wonder after 
wonder flashed forth from :hc previously 
ifolesa crater. 
iliss Uird sot with her companion, the 


English gentleman, upon tho brink of tha 
crater, until 
9 o'clock; then, cold and" 


weariness forced them to turn [may from 
the 
magnificent spectacle, and enter the 


canvas lent,which the natives hadstrelclied, 
and it which they were already lying 
asleep. Pulling on all their eilra wraps, 
they lay down to rest, their minda filled 
with sublime and Dialled thoughts. 


>V'hon Miss Bird awoke, the ruddy glow 


oi tho volcanic flres tinged tho white tent 
wiih'rose color, and, sitting up, she looked 
ot her watch by its light, nnd found that it 
was just midnight. 
Impelled by a desira to 


ieo the volcano, alone, at this impressive 
hour,, she undid Ihe flap of Ibe tent—being 
obliged an aho did so to kneel upon tho 
body of tho sleeping native guide. Passing 
out, 
she sealed herself near the brink of 


tho crater. "Coldly Iho polo-star shivered 
above tho frozen summit, and a bluo moon, 
nearly full, withdrew her faded light into in- 
finite space. Tho southern cross had set. 
'LVo peaks below tho pole-star, sbaiply de- 
fined against tho sky, wero tbo ouly signs of 
olher world Iban tbo world of firo aud 
mystery around.

Tho wrath of Achilles is as nothing com-

The srtift thoroughness with which 
tho Judiciary Committee of the (louse of 
Representatives has washed, its hand's o( tbo 
affair confirms Dennis's despairing view of 
tho situation. 


The failure of the movement, it as re- 


ported it is likely to fail, will disappoint and 
ver a number of men ; bnt thero ore special 
reasons for Dennis's indignation. 
Other 


men have only a partisan interest in tho 
matter ; but his is a personal concern. If 
they havo a pnblic and political end to serve, 
he has private wrongs to right. Not only 
does his heart bleed for southern Republi- 
cans betrayed and abandoned by the Presi- 
dent, not only does ho desire to punish Iho 
President for his treachery to them ; bat be, 
Dennis, ia one of those alleged "friends in 
Florida" upon whom It is charged that 
"Hayes lisa gone back," and therefore Den- 
nls has an individual revenge to wreak. 


It Is not surprising that Dennis Is angry, 


lie was induced to believe that his confes- 
sion of frauds which other persona con- 
fessed to him would be used to Ihe over- 
throw of tho "fraudulent administration," 
and would also mako n great and important 
man of Dennis. He not only cayathat thodem- 
ocrals in a cowardly way refuse to do any- 
thing because swindling on. the Democratic 
as well as tho Republican side will be ex- 
posed and certain members of their own 
parly will be disgraced ; but he also charges 
that the publication of his so-called confes- 
sion was itself fraudulent and involved a 
shameful beliuyei of confidence. 


Seriously, the Congressional ipvcsilga- 


lora would belter set to work energetically 
and without further delay, or tho move- 
ment will be covered with ridicule.—[N. Y.
